The most 
profitable farms in the nation la st, 
year were in Washington and Ida-1 
ho. 
A new Agriculture Department 
survey showed today that the win­ 
ter wheat and pea farms in these 
two states netted their owners an 
average of $13,538 in 1953. 
That was the biggest income re-* 
corded in the survey which covered 
19 types of family-operated farms. 
The least profitable operations last 
year were the non-irrigated cotton 
farms of the Texas plains. 
These have been hit hard by 
drought and heat the past few 
years and the farmers suffered a 
net loss of $25 during 1953. 
The second and third ranking 
types of farms, as far as money­ 
making goes, were irrigated cotton 
farms on the Texas plains, with 
$10,736, and cash grain farms in 
the Corn 
Belt, 
which averaged 
$7,656. 
The cattle ranches suffered the 
biggest drop in income from 1952 j 
to 1953, falling from an average 
of $10,995 in 1952 to $4,619 last 
year. 
Of the 19 types of farms sur­ 
veyed, income fell on all but three

showed a gain, were the cotton 
farms in the black prairie region
